He had several small 
pieces of change in his pocket. When 
he was digging he brought up a tin 
box.

The lay 
delegates 
reported 
concerning the efficiency of their pas­ 
tors, and the pastors 
reported 
tho 
cond’tion of their parochial schools. 
The common liturgy was examined' 
and adopted, and after congratula­ 
tory addresses the new synod ad­ 
journed to meet the following year in 
Lancaster, Pa. 
The organization was 
known 
at 
first as the “ United Pastors” and the 
parishes as the “ United Congrega­ 
tions.” 
Later the name “ Miitiaterium

Lewis maintained his headquarters 
during the five months* strike in the 
anthracite coal fields from April to 
September last year, and his present 
plans are to direct the strike now or­ 
dered for Friday at midnight from the 
same point. 
“I prefer not to discuss the m atter 
rf the Harrisburg conference while 
the conference is in session.” he said. 
‘‘The affairs of the United Mine Work­ 
ers are in the hands of Vice President 
Philip Murray and his associate presi­ 
dents of the anthracite districts, who 
are in Harrisburg. I have every con­ 
fidence Mr. Murray and his associates 
will represent the mine workers with 
exceptional ability and rare discre­ 
tion.” 
Lewis 
declared there was abso­ 
lutely no significance in the fact that 
he had gone to Harrisburg. 
He said 
his physician had refused to allow 
him to go to the conference called by 
Governor Pinehot. 
Throughout the day Lewis was in 
frequent 
telephonic

Later the newspaper reports of Gov­ 
ernor Pinchot's talk to the joint con­ 
ference of operators and miners was 
read to him. He refused to allow him­ 
self to In* quoted, but it is known that 
he failed to see any “constructive 
idea” in the governor’s opening talk.

Keystone executive, but 
that the governor would have diffi­ 
culty in applying these principles.

MARRIAGE ANI) DIVORCE 


The report of the 
United States 
census bureau on marriage and di­ 
vorce, giving the results of its canvass 
of six 
northeastern 
states 
(N ew 
Hampshire, Vermont, 
M assachusetts, 
Connecticut, New’ Jersey 
and Dela­ 
ware) contains at least one surpris­ 
ing fact. 
It shows that in 1922 there 
was a decrease in the number of mar-1 
riages in these states of 11,648, or 
about 12Mi per cent, as compared with 
1916, and an increase in the number of ■ 
divorces of 1,720, or about 30 per cent. 
It is this latter showing that sur- j 
prises. 
Census reports are more statistical 
than analytical, and therefore do not 
attem pt explanations for vagaries in 
ratios. 
One possible explanation for 
the falling off in the number of m a r-1 
riages in some of the states compassed 
is that increase in population therein 
has not kept pace with the growth j 
elsewhere. 
No explanation, however, 
occurs for the gTeat increase in the 
percentage of divorces in this staid 
New England section, where marital j 
decisions are made (or supposed to 
be made) with more deliberation than 
in New York or Southern California, i 
for instance. 
It is true, or seems to 
be true, in this respective and speed- j 
maddened age, that the bonds of wed­ 
lock are more easily picked to pieces * 
than in our fathers’ or mothers’ time, 
and that may be one reason for the 
increase in the number of separations. 
Before we reach a decision on the 
subject that will apply to the whole of 
the United States we must await re- j 
turns from the remaining states.
